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ABSTRACT 


A sum of 352 species belonging to 93 genera under 7 families of Korean Caraboidea 
are revised, among them 27 species are newly recorded for Korean fauna. Synonymies and 
distribution data are given. 


INTRODUCTION 


The Korean Caraboidea are revised and arranged provisionally prior to the substan- 
tial monographic works on this group which will be followed after a few years later till 
the availability of sufficient financial support, and all the possible modern classification 
systems from various sources were adopted for the purpose. 

Previous to this primary integrating survey, numerous records on Korean constituents 
have been scattered by many authors throughout the world after Tatum (1847), and a sum 
of 325 species have been known correctly from this country. In the present paper the authors 
add 27 species hitherto unrecord from Korea, and thus totally 352 species belonging to 
93 genera under 7 families are known to Korean fauna as the result.
